Available to postgraduate students only, this will get you into 
all JCR nights. 


Fresher's Wristband: £30. 


Available to all sftidents, postgraduate and undergraduate, 
this gives you entrance to all JCR events and discounted 
entry to tire different club nights. 


Pay on the door: 
£5 per night. 


If you don't want to buy either wristband, and wish to attend 
on a night-by-night basis only, enhance is =£5 on the door for 
JCR Fresher's Week events.
